From ‘Tue Sovruwest sy a Yarxre !" 


I have just returned from a visit to the scene of A- 
jmerican resolution and individual renown—the battle 
ground of New-Orleans. The Aceldama, where one 
| warrior-chief drove his triumphal car over the grave of 
lanother—the field of ‘fame and glory’ from which the 
‘hero of two wars’ plucked the chaplet which encircles 
his brow, and the eclet which has elevated him to a 
{throne !— 

The field of battle lies between five and six miles be- 
low the city, on the left bank, on the New-Orlcans side 
of the river. The road conducting us to it, wound 
ipleasantl rere the Levee ; its unvarying level reliev- 
jed by delightful gardens, and pleasant country seats— 
‘(one of which. constructed like a Chinese villa, struck 
lme as being eminently tastelul and picturesque)—skirt- 
ling it upon one side, and by the noble, lake-like Mis- 
\sissippi on the other, which, bearing upon its waveless 
jbosom a hundred white sails, and a solitary tow-boat 
\leading, like a conqueror, a fleet in her train—rolled si- 
ilently and majestically past to the ocean. When, in 
lode Own estimation, and, no duubt, in that of our horses, 
|wehad accomplished the prescribed two leagues, we 
reined up at a steam saw-mill, erected and in full oper-

New England, and none more so than the sarely visi- 
ted and rarely mentioned Portland, The uppet Missw- 
sippi, from the falls of St. Anthony; where ute mighty 
river pours down from an elevated tegion of matéh an 
lakes, to its junction with the Missouri, abounds in pic- 
wuresque scenery Many parts of Michigan lay a elaim 
to be included, and other isolated instances might be ci- 
lted as my memofy retraces tha steps of the lust two ef 
three years. : 
| But do not suppose that for the rest there is no 
icharm ;—that there is nothing in the western world to 
make up for the deficiency of this pleasing attributé.
